A life interrupted: Marie more than 


a statistic to those who knew

he could have been your daugh- 

ter. Seventeen-years-old with a 
bright future ahead of her, looking 
forward to college in the fall. A pho- 
tograph of Marie Goudreau shows a 
bright-eyed girl with a shy smile. 
Likely, you wouldn't pick her out 
from a crowd. 

But someone singled out the 
Beaumont farm girl 20 years ago 
and brutally cut short her life. 
Someone whacked Marie in the 
side of the head, strangled her 
with a cord and then left her face- 
down in a ditch to die. 

The photos of Marie don’t come 
from a picture album, but are con- 
tained in the investigation package 
compiled by the Edmonton major 
crimes unit. 

Cong: she is officially known as 
Goudreau — murder of nr.

the big city, or so Beaumont resi- 


dents thought. 

“Things like that didn’t happen, 
at least not to us,” said Rev. Rene 
Jacob, the former minister at the 
Beaumont Catholic Church of St. 
Vital, which was regularly attend- 
ed by Marie. “It really shook up the 
town and Scared a lot of people. 

“We all lost a little of our inno- 
cence that summer.” 

Jacob, 86, recalls Marie as a 
devout parish member. “I knew 
Marie since her first communion. 
She was such an angel Bray 





watch. It was already 10:30 at night 
and Marie was slated to work the 
early shift as a waitress at South- 
gate shopping centre. 

She revved up her blue Ply- 
mouth Cricket and prepared to re- 
turn from Edmonton to her home 
in Beaumont. That was the last 
time her family and friends would 
see her. 

The next morning, two boys 
playing in the fields near Devon 
found Marie’s naked body face 
down in a water-filled ditch. The 
brown-haired, brown-eyed girl had 
been bludgeoned on the right side 
of the head with considerable 
force, strangled with a cord and 
then left in the slough. It was never 
determined if she had been sexual- 
ly assaulted. 

Up until that night, Marie had 
her whole life ahead of her. She 
had graduated that spring with 
average marks from St. Joseph 
High School in Edmonton and en- 
rolled in Grant MacEwan Com- 
munity College’s law enforcement 
program for the fall. Since child- 








bers her daughter differently. “She 
was a loving, caring girl,” recalled 
Angeline. “She always took the 
side of the unfortunate.” 

Maybe the person the crime 
galls the most is Bob Preston, the 
now-retired RCMP officer in 
charge of the initial investigation. 
Retired from the force last year, 
Preston said, “No one likes to 
leave a crime unsolved. Even now 
that I'm retired, this story stays in 
my head.” 

About an hour and a half after 
Marie drove away from her 
friends, the Leduc RCMP received 
a report of an abandoned vehicle 
on Ellerslie Road. Marie’s car sat 
facing southbound in the driver's 
lane. The door on the driver's side 
was open, the motor was running 
and the headlights were on. 
Marie’s shoes, purse and coat were 
still in the car. 

When her body was found the 
next morning, it was surrounded 
with clothing and jewelry. Marie's 
tan ankle boots, her green sweater, 
her bra and panties were scattered 


about, Nearby lay her silver charm

Marie personally and knew 
the area well,” said Preston. 

“T don’t know if the offender has 
committed another crime or not 
but, in my opinion, it was a local.” 

The news- 
papers speculated Marie’s murder 
was part of a string of similar 
killings along the Yellowhead 
Highway. But Kevin Simmill, a 
sergeant with the RCMP’s major 
crimes unit, discounts that theory. 

“It’s an old story,” he said. “Once 
you have a lot of girls missing, 
everyone wants to link them, but 
that may not be the case.” 

Most of the town turned out for 
Marie’s funeral. The church 
couldn't hold the 700 people and 
they spilled out on to the ae 
front.

ouis Armstrong once said if you 

have to ask what jazz is, you'll 
never know. Jazz is more than a 
form of music. It’s a state of mind, 
the willingness to experiment, take 
risks, innovate. 

In a phenomenal show at Haw- 
relak Park’s Heritage Amphi- 
theatre Sunday evening, New York 
City’s Screaming Headless Torsos 
lived up to the spirit of the Jazz 
City International Music Festival, 
even if some in the crowd couldn't 
quite grasp their style. 


Living, breathing music 


Betraying influences as diverse 
as King Crimson, Living Colour, 
Miles Davis, Fishbone and Lost 
Tribe, the Torsos played their orig- 
inally-planned set, as well as filling 
the void left when Bass is Base 
cancelled their Jazz City gig to 
play the Canada Day celebrations 
in Ottawa. They blended rock, rap, 
soul and jazz, creating a sound- 
scape limited only by their imagi- 
nations. 

Perhaps I’ve been somewhat 
narrow-minded in believing jazz 
should be played in a dimly-lit bar, 
candles at every table and the 
smell of cigarette smoke and bour- 
bon filling the nostrils. I actually 
found myself quite at ease in 
Hawrelak’s relaxed openness; it 


gave the music room to expand 
and breathe. 

The completion of the band’s 
first set revealed more than a few 
confused looks and many lost 
interest. But those who remained 
for the next two sets were amply 
rewarded. Backed by one of the 
tightest rhythm sections I have 
ever heard, guitarist Dave Fiuczyn- 
ski’s jazz stylings took the songs to 
another level, while bassist Reggie 
Washington kept it moving under- 
neath. 


Wandering vocals 


Meanwhile, the vocals reached 
for tangents unexplored. One 
minute, they sounded remarkably 
like Steve Winwood, the next, 
Seal. Just when you think you had 
singer-of-the-single-name Dean 
pegged, he did a vocal run and you 
could swear it was Corey Glover 
from Living Colour. 

In conversation following the 
show, Fiuczynski professed he 
doesn’t mind having the band com- 
pared to Living Colour. He also 
admitted to using King Crimson 
and Miles Davis riffs as a starting 
point for improvisations. 

He said Jazz City has been a pos- 
itive experience, praising the vari- 
ety and open-mindedness of fans. 

“Jazz is really a one-size-fits-all, 
but it can also be a really exclusive 
form. Festivals like this are a more 
aggregate reflection of what's 
going on.” 

Judging by the reaction of those 
who stayed for the whole show 
Sunday, Fiuczynski's opinion is 
shared by quite a few folks. @

imi lives. Hendrix's spirit inhabits 
the unlikely host of an Irish gui- 
tarist who calls Switzerland home 
and plays like an avenging angel. 

You only had to 
be present at the Jimi Hendrix Pro- 
ject at the Yardbird Suite last 
weekerid for proof. Guitarist 
Christy Doran brought a tribute 
band unlike any other to the Jazz 
City International Music Festival. 
This wasn’t any note-for-note 
rendering of Hendrix’s greatest 
hits; rather it was a savage cata- 
elysm, a metal maelstrom, an 
Armageddon of power.

near shattered my eyeglasses. Two 
songs into the set, they launched 
into an acid jazz tune ferociously 
heavy on the hip-hop. The crowd 
was stunned into submission. 

And then there was Phil Minton, 
the vocalist. You couldn't call him 
a singer. He sounded like a cross 
between an angry turkey and a cat 
in a vicious brawl. He yelped and 
slobbered, gasped and hawked, 
gurgled and warbled gibberish. All 
of that...noise! came from a man 
who, more than anything, resem- 
bled a fruity English stage actor. 

They played Manic Depression 
and Purple Haze, the latter intro- 
duced by Minton repeatedly growl- 
ing like a refugee from some hor- 
ror film: “He lives. He li-—i-i-v-v-ves- 
s-s.” The band tured it into a dark 
funk-fest with a goodly amount of 
sonic noise in the middle. 

By show’s end, they had com- 
bined thrash, metal, funk and out- 
side jazz into an unholy fury. The 
perfect place for this band is a

dmittedly, SEE Magazine’s 

preview of Joe Lovano's gig at 
the Jazz City International Music 
Festival predicted it. Still, it came 
as a jolt. “Purists will opt for 
Lovano’s Yardbird Suite show,” 
last week's preview said, while 
“Edmonton’s gliterati will head to 
the Westin Hotel.” 

That’s what happened. It 
became clear when the Westin’s 
Saturday night marquee, The 
Jazz Passengers with Debbie 
Harry, kicked into their encore. 
It was Blondie’s The Tide is 
High, starting with Rob Thomas 
on distinctly non-jazz violin and 
evolving into a jazz band playing 
reggae with bassist Brad Jones 
singing. Many got up to dance; 
most were singing along. 

And the purists were in the 
Yardbird listening to Joe Lovano. 

Why shouldn't the Passengers 
perform a Blondie tune? People 
came to hear it and Harry has 
every right to remind people of 
her achievements. But it was dis- 
appointing, partly because they’d 
already done One Way or 
Another in jazz style, with Harry 
contributing some playful lyrical 
experimentation, but mostly 
because Harry had stuck with 
the Passengers’ jazz through the 
thick and thin of their show. 

Thin was a tribute song for 
Mexico, sounding like a jingle for 
the nation’s tourism commission, 
remixed for Wal-Mart shoppers. 

Then there was the scare the 
band gave everyone on the open- 
ing song. In the intro, Thomas 
plucked his violin, leader Roy 
Nathanson forced short bursts 
on his sax in time with trombon- 
ist Josh Roseman, and Bill Ware, 
who for the rest of the night pro- 
vided great vibraphone, sang a 
bit of Caribbean scat. 

It was Harry’s turn next. As 
she started to sing, the Passeng- 
ers gave her no room. One could 
only hope they weren't trying to 
hide her faults; it would have 
been a long night if they had. 
Thankfully, it wasn’t. She was 
flawless in the next song, Imita- 
tion of a Kiss, and thrilling at 
several times throughout the set. 

In much the same fashion, the 
banter between Harry 
Nathanson got better as the 
progressed, It was disjoin

here may be a busier man than 

Chris Sheppard, but he’s too 
busy to give interviews. With five 
albums coming out in the next little 
while, plus a cross-Canada tour, it’s 
no surprise the call-waiting on 
Sheppard’s phone interrupted his 
interview with SEE at least six times. 

Somehow Sheppard, host of the 
nationally-syndicated show Pirate 
Radio and founding member of 
dance-club staple BKS, manages to 
stay happy and urbane. His every- 
day voice is a far cry from the 
obnoxious Brit-DJ twang accom- 
panying the commercials for his 
albums, and he’s much more 
down-to-earth than you'd expect 
of a turntable-slapping, fast- 
scratching DJ. 

“I hate fucking limos,” he 
snarled, after hearing rumors he’d 
be taking a limo to his June 6 show 
at Rebar (10551 - 82 Ave.). “ 
would rather ride the bus system. 
Whenever I’m in a limo, I ask them 
if they can let me off at the cor- 
ner.” 

“I’m not out for world domina- 
tion,” he explained. “I’ve already 
been successful and I’ve had 
enough of that. People say ‘are you 
crazy, touring little places like 
Edmonton?’, but I've been to New 
York and London and I’ve had 
enough of that too.” 

Sheppard has been working the 
studio pretty hard lately, coming 
out with Pirate Radio Sessions 5, 
a new BKS album, a Québec-only 
release, and a pair of projects 
aimed at expanding his horizons. 

Sheppard’s new alter-ego, 
Dogwhistle, has released an album 
entitled 2 Hi... 4 Humans. The 
Dogwhistle persona has become 
nearly as popular as the Pirate 
Radio man himself. 

“I started doing Dogwhistle to 
sort of see how well I could do 
without my name being attached 
to everything I do. Dogwhistle 
became popular quickly and I real- 
ly look forward to doing things as 
him, because I can go hard and 
fast and just get into it.” The name 
came about “when all these ravers 
were blowing whistles two years 
ago and I thought, ‘what whistle is 
too high for the human ear? A dog 
whistle, of course.” 

The other project, called Sounds 
of the City, is being hyped by 
Quality Records as Sheppard tours 
the country. Edmonton's date with 
mega dance party Dance Mix '96, 
originally set for July 16, was can- 
celled, but Sheppard’s still coming. 

Sounds of the City is a two- 
CD/interactive CD ROM package 
that came out of Sheppard’s col- 
laboration with some of the 
hottest DJs in Manchester. It's bill-

en years ago, Edmonton-based 

Stony Plain Records released a 
10th anniversary disc and Amos 
Garrett ceased being a solo blues 
act, getting together with the Eh 
Team at Edmonton's Sidetrack Café. 

Last month, Stony Plain cele- 
brated 29 years with a two-CD 
anniversary set, chock-full of the 
label’s trade-mark blues and roots, 
including two appearances by 
Garrett. About the same time came 
the release of Garrett's Off the 
Floor Live, recorded over two 
nights last November at the same 
club where he first got together 
with his longtime backing band 

Is it coincidence the two pro- 
jects reached completion simulta- 
neously? Or has Garrett become 
such a fixture at Stony Plain that 
this special album, like the label's 
recent re-releases of classic mater- 
ial from King Biscuit Boy and 


Crowbar, is a natural way to mark 
20 years? 

On the phone from his home in 
Turner Valley, Garrett promotes 
his gig Tuesday, July 9, at the 
Sidetrack and offers enlighten- 
ment on the relationship he shares 
with Stony Plain guru Holger 
Peterson. 

“We don’t have any written sort 
of long-term offer or anything. I 
just call Holger up whenever I’ve 
got some material, or Holger calls 
nie up whenever he thinks we 
need to come out with another 
album,” Garrett said. 

So maybe Peterson called Gar- 
rett, reminded him of the little- 
label-that-could’s imminent birth- 
day, and suggested a recorded ver- 
sion of the band’s most popular 
live tunes, including their take on 
Willie and the Hand Jive and Gar- 
rett’s own Conversation with 
John. 

The Toronto-born Garrett first 
got involved with Stony Plain 
about 14 years ago. His solo 
recording on American label Fly- 
ing Fish was picked up by Peter- 
son for Canadian distribution. The 
Flying Fish relationship floun- 
dered, and the Eh Team eventually 


came together and joined the 
Stony Plain lineup: 

“(Stony Plain) was the first 
Canadian record company to make 
a decent living of putting out that 
kind of music,” Garrett said. He 
also sings the praises of the label’s 
prominence in Europe. “(Peter- 
son)’s very well-connected on an 
international scale, He’s been very 
+helpful in getting my European 
exposure going.” 

Unlike North Americans, Garrett 
says, the European public is will- 
ing to pay good money for good 
blues acts. “The Europeans have 
appreciated our culture much 
more than we have, going way 
back to the 1930s.” 

That amounts to more trips 
across the pond, including three 
weeks between the Sidetrack 
show and Garrett's now-traditional 
gig as leader of the Edmonton 
Folk Fest’s house band. And it 
means fewer dates in his home 
country. Appearances in Edmon- 
ton have decreased over the years. 

Will those home-country con- 
certs decrease to none? Certainly 
not, but maybe you should head to 
the Sidetrack Tuesday, just = 
case.

Oh, and don’t remind me I wrote 
this, because all I'll soon remem- 
ber is the music. By then, I'll sing 
the praises of the North Country 
Fair.

ence enters the theatre, as piano 
player Paige stands in line with 
opening-night enthusiasts.

It’s about a head- 
strong woman and a headstrong 
man who are misfits, instead of 
about a man teaching a woman 
how to behave. It’s a liberation for 
both Kate and Petruchio that 
they've found each other. Petru- 
chio starts as an arrogant man, but 
he learns from Kate the value of 
love, of give and take.” 

That's the kind of give and take 
that pretty much sums up the 
modus operandi of the Free Will

Mime artist Serhiy Skryabin con- 
siders how non-verbal energies 
can often entertain better than 
words. “There is an international 
language,” said Skryabin, “which 
audiences in every country can 
understand and laugh at.” 

Mime art, which uses expres- 
sions and gestures to suggest char- 
acter and action, is a language 
much closer to the core than peo- 
ple think. “Drama and choreogra- 
phy are successful inasmuch as 
they use elements of mime art.” 

Skryabin, who came to Canada 
from the Ukraine two years ago, is 
one of many new performers at 


Edmonton's own festival of fools, 
mimes, clowns and tricksters, 
a.k.a. the International Street 
Performers Festival, July 12 - 21 at 
Sir Winston Churchill Square and 
around town. 

“I was artistic director of a 
mime/dance company in Ukraine. I 
was surprised people could laugh 
in the former Soviet Union; you 
know, 70 years of Communism. 
But we made them laugh.” While 
presenting some of his original 
material, Skryabin will also tailor 
his unique role-playing for festival 
audiences, introducing such rou- 
tines as Open House, a spoof on 
lax security at 24 Sussex Drive. 

Performers like Skryabin have a 
knack for finding what works with 
new audiences, what has broad 
appeal. But it’s unlikely audiences 
will find only one brand of enter- 
tainment at the festival. Along with 
mime artists and physical comics, 
the 10-day event will bring togeth- 
er roving entertainers, buskers and 
character actors of all stripes and 
stunts. A thousand shows are 
planned, for both indoor and out- 
door stages. 

From Australia comes one of the 


world’s best trick bicyclists and a 
theatrical mobile percussion 
ensemble. The Scared Weird Little 
Guys, a musical comedy duo from 
Melbourne, are one of the most 
popular acts on the North Ameri- 
can circuit. From Montreal, two 
dance duos put their feet to the 
street; from south of the border 
come sword swallowers, stand-up 
comics and blade jugglers. 

Indoors, the festival presents 
four variety shows on the Citadel’s 
Maclab stage, including Women in 
Comedy with Wendy Vousden (for- 
merly of Sensible Footwear) and 
Late Night Madness, which show- 
eases the festival’s most cutting 
edge — yikes — performances. 

The International Street Per- 
formers Festival kicks off with a 
gala fund-raising party with the 
complete cast at the Edmonton 
Hilton July 11 at 7:30 pm. Every- 
one is invited. 

No doubt the festival will once 
again aim to amuse and dazzle 
with a range of the bizarre, from 
silent to not-so-silent acts, and by 
introducing local audiences to 
some of this year’s most outra-

ome guy is branding stuff into 
the walls of the Edmonton Art 
Gallery. 

No need to be concerned; that’s 
all part of artist Blair Brennan’s 
intriguing contribution to the 
Alberta Biennial of Contemporary 
Art, a massive exhibit in conjunc- 
tion with The Works Visual Arts 
Festival. 


Over 3,000 submissions 


The festival (with a little help 
from a few sunny days) is off and 
running and there is no better 
place to see the collective talents 
of some of Alberta’s best artists 
than at the EAG. 

The show features 23 exception- 
al artists from around Alberta and 
this exhibit marks the first formal 





partnership between the EAG and 
Calgary's Glenbow Museum. The 
open call for submissions began in 
1995 and well over 3,000 submis- 
sions from 316 artists were receiv- 
ed. While competition was tight 
the end result is captivating. 

The second floor has been taken 
over by exhibits that encompass 
every form of art you can imagine 

. and a few you can’t. Take Eric 
Cameron's layered Thick Paint- 
ings. Four examples of his work 
are on display, the most recent 
from 1992 and the oldest from 
1979. All of his works are unfin- 
ished until “they are either sold or 
fall down some stairs,” he said. 
Cameron takes common objects 
and paints layer after layer of 
gesso (in Lettuce, he counts 6,156) 
until a shape emerges. “In the 
early stages of my Thick 
Paintings, I was intrigued to think 
I was engaging with the real stuff 
of matter beneath the surface of 
appearance and allowing it to give 
expression to its nature,” he said. 
“Later, I became conscious of find- 
ing the imprint of my own material

he visual arts community loses a stalwart 
orter this summer as Edmonton Art 
Gallery director Alf Bogusky departs for a 
primo job on the West Coast. 
- Bogusky, lovingly dubbed Art Bogus by 
media pundits, takes up his new post as 
director of the Vancouver Art Gallery this 
October after a successful four-year stint of 
-profile-raising and revitalization at the 
Edmonton Art Gallery. 
_ His feelings on the move are mixed. “This 
| institution (EAG) has been a delight; this 
community has been a delight. I was look- 


ing forward to completing a task of major 
redevelopment of the facility, where every- 
thing was succeeding wonderfully, when 
this offer presented itself. I knew 
Vancouver was locking, but I had no inter- 
est in-stepping out of my current job. In our 
initial dialogue, I was just providing them 
information. After two months and many 


flattering overtures, I simply ran out of rea- 


sons to say no.” 

The Vancouver Gallery is the fourth 
largest art museum in Canada and Bogusky 
will be working with a budget three to four 
times the size of the one in Edmonton. He 
admits the larger enterprise was enticing. 


“Yes, it’s a prestigious post I suppose but, 
more importantly, like here there is good 
staff in Vancouver. I will have support in 
day-to-day management areas which will 
free me to have a hands-on role in commu- 
nity development and long-range planning 
for the gallery. The position will offer me a 
different handful of challenges.” 

EAG president Don Macgregor called 
Bogusky a natural renovator who has 
helped establish a bold new vision for the 
gallery's future. “The last four years have 
been challenging and exciting under Alf’s 
direction. His work at the EAG has greatly 
furthered the development of Alberta’s 


largest art museum.” 

Bogusky, 49, maintains warmer climes 
are certainly not the draw to Vancouver 
many envision. “I was walking around my 
neighborhood with a lump in my throat last 
week,” he said. “Some of my fondest memo- 
ries of this city will be of winter, the long 
blue shadows on the snow and the crisp air 
and bright sun. I won't get those bright win- 
ter days in Vancouver.” 

Bogusky replaces out-going Vancouver 
Art Gallery director Brooks Joyner. A 
national search has begun to fill the 
Edmonton position Bogusky vacates on

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Cowboys’ decency frames mid-life crisis

he Strange Blues of Cowboy 

Red (Independent) starring 
Terry Haig, Debra Weiner and 
Susan Raxlen. Written by Rick 
Raxzlen and Brenda Newman. 
Directed by Rick Raslen. 

North Americans have been fas- 
cinated with cowboys for decades; 
they are an archetypal character in 
the repertoire of the film industry. 
Whether it’s Gary Cooper waiting 
for the stagecoach, or Clint East- 
wood squinting down the bad guys 
through the smoke of a cigarillo, 
the cowboy is a mythical represen- 
tation of strength, decency and jus- 
tice. 

Raxlen incorporates this mythos 
into his film The Strange Blues Of 
Cowboy Red, a quirky tale about a 
middle-aged teacher and radio DJ 
whose mid-life crisis takes the 
form of a quest, the search for a

talisman from his childhood. 

Red, the lead character, becom- 
es disillusioned with his life after 
the death of an old childhood 
friend. He sets out to find the 
Cowboy Code, a set of rules print- 
ed on the back of The Roy Rogers 
Riders Club membership card 
handed out at matinees during the 
1950s. His journey takes him west 
where he finds a seedy tourist trap, 





a Wild West roadside attraction. 
It’s here Red finds his Holy Grail, 
but it’s not exactly what he had in 
mind 

Raxlen is a Torontonian who has 
worked for the National Film 
Board and taught at Concordia 
University in Montreal. His first 
feature, Horses in Winter, was 
screened at the Museum of Mod- 
ern Art in New York City. Raxlen 
says he uses celluloid as a canvas; 
he refers to himself as an artist 
who uses film, rather than as a 
film-maker. 

True to form, Strange Blues is 
more of a visual collage than a 
movie, incorporating stock footage 
from the Roy Rogers TV show and 
an old western called The Irish 
Gringo (which has become my 
new favorite movie title. Imagine 
the dialogue: “Top of the mornin’ 
to y'all, me foine buckaroos!”). 

Haig brings a goofy charisma to 
the role of Cowboy Red. He is a 
poet, a philosopher and an oddball, 


but he’s also very likeable. Raxlen 
as a storyteller is a little aimless at 
times, but he manages to retrieve 
your attention when necessary. 
The backing cast, including 
Raxlen's wife and daughter, range 


from adequate to very good 
indeed 
The key question asked in 


Strange Blues: is it better to make 
a life or a living? Red’s bizarre 
journey eventually leads him to the 
answer, with some amusing twists 
and turns along the way. In the 
end, it’s a journey worth watching. 
Not a bad effort for an indepen- 
dent film-maker (er, artist who 
uses film).

Italian Jack Tripper keeps Monster moving 





he Monster, starring Roberto 
Benigni and Nicoletta Braschi. 
Directed by Roberto Benigni. 

If you're familiar with Italy, then 
you may be familiar with Roberto 
Benigni. 

If you aren’t, well, Benigni is one 
of Italy’s biggest movie stars. He’s 
also well-known as a screenwriter, 
director and producer. His movie 
Johnny Stecchino was once the 
highest-grossing Italian film ever. 
If you don’t know Benigni, all you 
need to know is this: he’s a goof. 
He’s a star like Mike Myers is a 
star; not the way Charlie Sheen is 
astar. You get the idea. 

The Monster, Benigni’s latest 
effort, has now reached Canadian 
soil as the new highest-grossing 


film in Italian history. The main 
character, Loris (Benigni), is a 
small-time con man. Through a 
series of misunderstandings, the 
local police chief (Laurent Spiel- 
vogel) becomes convinced Loris is 
the serial rapist and murderer he’s 
been trying to track down. 
Needing proof, the chief sends 
one of his female detectives on an 
undercover assignment: get close 
to Loris, drive him crazy with sex- 
ual tension, then nab him when he 
attacks. Jessica, the detective, is 
played by Braschi, Benigni’s wife. 
Jessica soon becomes Loris’ 
roommate and starts flirting pretty 
darned openly with him. I[sn’t that 
what you'd call it when she leans 
way back while wearing a dress 
and spreads her legs towards his 
face while supposedly reading? 
Some misunderstandings follow 
and Loris ends up on the run, des- 


perately trying to prove his inno- 
cence. Does Jessica join in the 
hunt, or try to help him? 

Loris is certainly an amusing 
guy, although he’s so cartoonish 
we never really try to identify with 
him as a real person; sort of like 
Jim Carrey’s characters. He’s also 
reminiscent of Jack Tripper from 
TV's Three’s Company; spazzy yet 
amiable and constantly the victim 
of sexual double-entendres. 

Jessica, as might be guessed, 
plays the straight “man”. While 
some of her efforts to arouse Loris 
are pretty outrageous, she still 
remains mostly a Jane Average, 
albeit a Jane Average who bends 
over and sticks her butt in Loris’ 
face. 

One of the best characters is 
Taccone, a police psychiatrist 
played by French actor Michel 
Blanc. Taccone is a master of read- 


ing deep meanings into normal 
behaviors and has a field day when 
he gets into Loris’ apartment. 

In one scene, he is excited to 
discover a plastic dwarf figurine in 
the back of Loris’ closet. When 


Jessica asks what it means, Tac- 


cone says he doesn’t know exactly 
but, come on, it’s a dwarf in the 
closet; it must mean something! 

Overall, The Monster relies 
heavily on the comedy of misun- 
derstanding. It’s not highbrow cut- 
ting-edge comedy. It’s a guy slap- 
ping at a burning cigarette in the 
crotch of his pants and everyone 
else thinking he’s slapping at 
something else. Stupid? Absolute- 
ly. But then, didn’t we all secretly 
get a big laugh out of Jack Trip- 
per?

The Arrival (PG) 

A low-grade helping of sci-fi that uses 
the presence of aliens on Earth to 
sound an alarm about global warming. 
Charlie Sheen plays an avid radio 
astronomer who tracks down the 
aliens. Ron Silver portrays the villain, a 
NASA bureaucrat who's. more than he 
seems. There are some amusing 
sequences — for example, when 
Sheen's character finds the alien hide- 
out. In all, this one’s a relief from more 
grandly hyped efforts of summer, but 
still no winner. 


The Cable Guy (PG) 

Jim Carrey’s latest fails to hook us up 
with enough laughs, mostly because 
the movie has a dark edge, a sour end- 
ing and a script that tries to be about 
something: the way too much televi- 
sion leads to terrible dysfunction. The 
manic Carrey plays a cable installer 
who aggressively tries to befriend his 
customers, one of whom is portrayed 
by Matthew Broderick. Director Ben 
Stiller does slick work, but Carrey’s 
character is more disturbing than lov- 
able, hardly the right slant for a come- 
dy. 


Dragonheart (PG) 

This very dull fable features a listless 
performance from Dennis Quaid as a 
knight in shining armor. Only Sean 
Connery (as the voice of the dragon) 
breathes fire into a story about a drag- 
on and knight who battle an evil prince 
(David Thewlis). 


Eraser (M) 

Take cover! Pieces of formula are 
falling like shrapnel. We're talking 
Amold Schwarzenegger's latest stunt- 
fest. The story of a marshal who helps 
people in the Witness Protection 
Program features vivid stunts and a 
routine story. It also teams Amold with 
Vanessa Williams (the female who 
needs help), James Caan (the villain) 
and Robert Pastorelli (the comic 
relief). The one-liners don’t have the 
usual invigorating snarl, and, for all the 
action, this one feels a little tired. 


The Hunchback of Notre Dame (PG) 
This beautifully animated Disney ver- 
sion of the Victor Hugo story features 
magnificent drawing, fine voice work 
(from Tom Hulce, Demi Moore and 
Kevin Kline), medium-grade music and 
some lags in the story. A little darker 
and scarier than the usual Disney out- 
put, but still worth a look. If you're 
ranking, put it ahead of Pocahontas 
and behind such contemporary classics 
as Beauty and the Beast and Aladdin. 


Mission: Impossible (PG) 
The late ’60s TV series makes it to the 
big screen, with Tom Cruise in the star- 
ring role. He’s not much good, and the 
plot is hopelessly convoluted, but 


director Brian De Palma stages a cou- 
ple of terrific set pieces, including a 
pulse pounding finale involving a heli- 
copter and a train. The supporting cast 
is as uneven as everything else about 
the movie. With Jon Voight, Ving 
Rhames, Emmanuelle Beart and 
Vanessa Redgrave. 


The Phantom (PG) 
Just what we needed, another super- 
hero in a leotard. The latest comic- 
book hero to arrive on the screen is no 
joke, but doesn’t generate enough 
excitement either. Here’s a decently 
paced but derivative entertainment 
that never finds a distinctive edge of its 
own. With Billy Zane as the Phanton, 
Treat Williams as the villain and a 
bland Kristy Swanson as the feisty love 
interest. Great ‘30s sets, but they could 
have been even better. Maybe this is a 
case where Hollywood needed to 
waste a little more money. 


The Rock (M) 

A potent shot of summer action from 
the producing team of Don Simpson 
and Jerry Bruckheimer. This time, 
though, a crucial addition gives the 
movie an unexpected quality, a bit of 
funk. Most of it stems from Nicolas 
Cage, who plays a chemist working for 
the FBI. He and Sean Connery, a pris- 
oner who served time in Alcatraz, join 
forces to stop a rogue marine general 
(Ed Harris) who has taken over 
Alcatraz island. Excessive? Sure. Too 
long? You bet. But Cage and Connery 
make a good team, and the action hits 
the screen with rock-solid force. 


Twister (PG) 

The special effects will blow you away. 
Director Jan De Bont, who gave us the 
tighter and more inventive Speed, does 
a good job creating thrills. He seems to 
understand our odd fascination with 


’ disaster, the impulse that pulls us clos- 


er even as we are repelled. Too bad the 
story — starring Bill Paxton and Helen 
Hunt — is such a fizzle. Still, when 
those tornadoes are whirling and the 
soundtrack roars like a beast from hell, 
Twister provides the essence of sum- 
mer fun: tension and sensation accom- 
panied by massive destruction.
